MEDICAL AND HEALTH SERVICES 

There are 6 General Hospitals and 10 dispensaries in this 
district in 1955-56. 

AN OUTLINE OF THE THIRD YEAR PROGRAMME 
OF THE SECOND PLAN. 

The outlay during the third year of the Second Plan was 
fixed at Rs. 30.02 crores after discussions by the Officers of 
the State Government with those in the Planning Commission 
and the Central Ministries. Subsequent to that the provisions 
earmarked were slightly altered in respect of certain schemes 
necessitated by administrative reasons and other factors . The 
provisions earmarked for each head of development as it 
stands today can be seen from Statement I. 

The outlay proposed in the current year falls short of the 
outlay proposed for the Second year programme by about 
Rs 4.00 crores though ordinarily the outlay during the third 
year should have been the largest in view of the fact that the 
rate of expenditure becomes larger as the projects included 
in the Plan period and administrative arrangements are de- 
veloped. But the outlay during the current year has been 
conditioned by the tight foreign exchange situation, the Cen- 
tral assistance made available to this State, the State financial 
resources and lastly by the progress made so far by each 
scheme together with their potential for immediate returns. 
The provisions made during the first three years of the Second 
Plan can be seen from Statement II. 



It wiil be seen that the priorities followed in the pro~ 
gramnae are almost the same as those during the year 1957-58 
excepting that the outlay on Agricultural Programmes has 
been increased and that on Irrigation and Power has been 
reduced. This is obvious on account of the emphasis that is 
now placed on increasing swiftly agricultural production. The 
progressive reduction in the outlay on Irrigation and Power 
is also striking as the outlay which was of the order of Rs. 
16.42 crores in 1956-57 was reduced to Rs. 15.77 crores in 
1957-58 and further to Rs. 12.99 crores in the current year. 
Quantitatively the outlay on all other heads of development 
has suffered a cut as compared to the outlay during 1957-58 
excepting under Agricultural programmes where the provi- 
sion has been increased by about Rs 69 00 lakhs. 

Detailed description of the schemes proposed to be im- 
plemented during the current year together with the provi- 
sions made and targets programmed to be achieved will be 
found in Part II .

AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION 


COTTON EXTENSION SCHEME 

The aim of the scheme is to produce 20,000 additional 
bales of 392 lbs each, during the Second Plan period by 
the application of scientific methods of cultivation and the 
use of improved seeds and adoption of Plant Protection Mea- 
sures. During the current year, it is proposed to cover an 
area of 62,400 acres net and produce 23,500 bales of cotton for 
which a sum of Rs 1.42 lakhs has been provided in the plan 
for the year 1958-59 . Of this, 1775 bales of cotton are expected 
to be produced over an area of 5,000 acres in this district. 

COCONUT EXTENSION SCHEME 

The schemes relating to coconut extension in Telangana 
and Andhra have been integrated. The integrated scheme 
will cost during 1958-59, a sum of Rs 1.93 lakhs — Rs 0.97 
lakh to be met by the State Government and Rs 0 96 lakh 
from Cenral assistance . The scheme aims at increased 
plantation of coconut trees by the appointment of a coconut 
Development officer and other staff. The benefits under this 
scheme will be avaiilable to this District also. 

PRODUCTION AND DISTRIBUTION OF TOWN COMPOS!'. 

The object of the scheme is to step up production of urban 
compost by municipalities and major Panchayats by provi- 
ding loan assistance during the second Plan period. During 
the years 1956-57 and 1957-58, an amount of Rs. 4.70 lakhs 
was given as loan assistance to 28 local bodies in Andhra area 
and about 1.56 lakh tons of compost was produced and dis- 
tributed by these local bodies with the assistance of Compost 
Development Officer and his staff. During the current year 
an amount of Rs. 3.00 lakhs has been provided in the Plan for 
this scheme and it is proposed to produce 1.24 lakh tons of 
urban compost. Of the provision of Rs. 3 00 lakhs shown in 



Andhra Plan, Rs. 1.00 lakh will be utilised for giving loan 
assistance to local bodies in Telangana region and 1.06 lakh 
tons compost is expected to be produced . The loan assistance 
under this scheme will be available to the local bodies of this 
district also. 

DEVELOPMENT OF LOCAL MANURIAL RESOURCES 

The object of the scheme is to raise the present level of 
manure production in villages by conserving all the locally 
available resources and converting them into compost by im- 
proved methods. In the first instance, it is proposed to take 
up this work in 50 per cent of the existing C.D. & N.E.S 
Blocks and to extend the work later to cover the entire area 
of the State by the end of the Second Five Year Plan, During 
the year 1958-59, it is proposed to produce 1.44 lakh tons of 
manure in this District at a cost of Rs. 13,800. 

DEVELOPMENT OP COMPOST FROM NIGHT SOIL 
(LOANS TO PANCHAYATS). 

This scheme envisages the production of compost from 
night soil by the Smaller Panchayatsy with loan assistance 
from the Government. An amount of Rs 0.34 lakh has been 
provided for the Telangana region in the Plan for the current 
year to advance loans to smaller panchayats having scaveng- 
ing facilities ait the rate of Rs 2,000 per Panchayat for taking 
up manufacture of Compost from night soil. Smaller Pancha- 
yats in this district also will have the benefit of the loans t© 

be advanced under this scheme. 

COMPREHENSIVE OIL SEEDS DEVELOPMENT SCHEME 
FOR ANDHRA PRADESH. 

This is a comprehensive scheme and the scheme for estab- 
lishment of Research Stations on oil seeds at Karimnagar and 
Dindi has been integrated with it. The object of the scheme 
is to achieve substantial increase in the production of oil seeds, 
to carry out intensive propaganda for use of improved seed, 
adetjuate manures, proper inter cropping, intensive cultiva- 
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tion of groundnut and plant protection and to demonstrate 
the same to cultivators and offer them facilities to take up 
new measures for achieving the same. A total provision of 
Rs. 2.51 lakhs has been made during the year 58-59 for the 
integrated scheme under which special staff like Assistant oil 
Seeds Development Officer and others will be appointed. The 
benefits under this scheme will accrue to this district also . 

SEED MULTIPLICATION AND DISTRIBUTION. 

Under this scheme, improved seed's of paddy, jawar, wheat, 
maize, cotton, castor, sugarcane and pulses will be purchased 
from registered growers who produce pure seed on their 
holdings under strict departmental supervision and distribut- 
ed to cultivators in' the Telangana region at subsidised rates . 
During the year 58-59, 173 tons of rice, 19 tons of Jawar, 

5 tons of wheat, 62 tons of maize and 1 2 tons of pulses will be 
distributed in this district at a cost of Rs 0.13 lakh. 

DISTRIBUTION OF GREEN MANURE SEEDS LIKE 
SUNN HEMP AND DHAINCHA 

The aim of the scheme is to encourage application of 
green manures in Telangana region by subsidising their cost. 
During the year 58-59, it is proposed to distribute 250 mds. of 
green manure seed in this district at a cost of Rs 0.002 lakh 

DISTRIBUTION OF SULPHUR AND ADOPTION OF 
PLANT P1.0TECTION METHODS. 

Under this scheme 3980 lbs . of sulphur will be distributed 
for plant protection purposes in this district to cover an ares 
of 2325 acres. 

* MECHANICAL CULTIVATION BY STATE TRACTORS 

The object of the scheme is to hire at subsidised rate! 
tractors avcu'able with the Departmient, to needjr ryots h 
Telangana for ploughing. A provision of Rs 0.82 lakh ha 

The scheme has since been dropped from the Plan 
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been made for the entire Telangana region for this scheme 
during 5S-59 The tractors will be available to the ryots of 
this district also. 

MECHANICAL CULTIVATION BY PRIVATE TRACTORS 

Departmental tractors alone cannot meet the demand from 
cultivators for ploughing. It is, therefore proposed to entrust 
tractor ploughing work to private agencies owning tractors, 
under departmental supervision A loan assistance of 
Rs . 5,000/- will be provided to them for this purpose during 
58-59. It will be available to the applicants, if any, from this 
district also. 


GROW MORE FOOD STAFF 

Under this scheme, 9 Personal Assistants at one each to 
the District Agricultural Officers, 9 Upper Division Clerks, 14 
Lower Division Clerks and 9 Clerk-Cum-Typists will be 
appointed in Telangana area during the current year for 
effective implementation of the various Grow More Food 
Schemes contemplated in the Second Five Year Plan. To- 
wards this, a sum of Rs 0.98 lakh has been provided in the 
plan for 1958-59 of which Rs 0 11 lakh will be utilised for the 
staff in this District. 

DEVELOPMENT OF CASHEWNUT IN 
ANDHRA PRADESH 

Under this scheme it is proposed to bring at least 15,000 
acres of fresh area under cashewnut during the Second Plan 
Period . The work under this scheme consists of : 

1 . *A)cation of cashewnut trees of outstanding quality 
of nuts & arrangement for the collection of good 
seed nuts for sowing in the new airea selected for 
extension. 

2. Selection of suitable areas in Srikakulam, East 

, Godavalri and Guntur Districts for extending culti- 
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vation of cashewnut. ' ‘ 

3 Maintenance of accurate records on the alrea newly 
brought under cultivation of cashewnut ; and 

4. Advisory on cultural operations and mainte- 

nance of existing as well as new plantation raised 
under the scheme. 

It is proposed to cover 30 acres in this District during 
the year 1958-59 for which nrovision of Rs 0 03 lakh has 
been made towards the issue of long-term loans. 

DISTRIBUTION OF AGRICULTURAL IMPLEMENTS ON 
HIRE PURCHASE SYSTEM 

The object of the scheme is to make improved agricultu- 
ral implements available to the needy agriculturists of the 
low-income group who constitute a major section of the ryots 
and who cannot otherwise purchase them on out right cash 
payment basis. All the terms and conditions under the hire 
purchase system of oil engines and electric motor pump sets 
except the levying of 3 per cent centage charges will be ap- 
plicable to this scheme also. A maximum loan of Rs 800/- 
will be adYanced in the shape of implements to each ryot on 
personal security at an interest of 4 per cent per annum and 
it will be recovered in 4 equal instalments. During the year 
3958-59 agricultural implements worth Rs 0.02 lakh will be 
distributed' in this district. 

FRUIT DEVELOPMENT SCHEME IN 
ANDHRA PRADESH 

The aim of this scheme is to step up production of fruits 
by increasing the existing area under fruit trees by about 10 
per cent and rejuvenation about 66% of the old orchards 
during the plan period. Under this scheme, short-term loans 
for a rejuvenation of old orchards at the rate of Rs 15 per 
acre and long-term loans for bringing new land under fruits 
at the -rate of Rs 300 per acre will be majde available to the 
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T-vots . The long term loan is recoverable from the sixth year 
in 20 equal instalments while short-term loans will be reco- 
vered m the same year During the year 1958-59, a sum of 
Rs 0 10 lakh has been allotted for giving long-term loans in 
this District 

COMPOSTING OF URBAN WASTE 

The scheme aims at improvement of manure production 
ill* municipalities of Telangana region by conserving all the 
available resources and converting them into compost by im- 
proved methods. It is proposed to demonstrate during exhi- 
bitions and other festive occasions when large gatherings are 
collected, the improved and scientific methods of composting. 
Under this scheme, it is also proposed to finance the local 
bodies to purchase the refuse and convert it as compost and 
to give subsidies to the municipalities for meeting the loss 
involved in the manufacture of compost and its distribution 
to new centres. During the year 1958-59, 1 06 lakh tons of 
compost will be prepared under his scheme at a cost of 
Rs. 0.16 lakh. Such of the local bodies and municipalties of 
this district which are in need of assistance will be given 
assistance by way of loan as well as subsidy. 

PRODUCTION OF PEDIGREED FRUIT PLANTS 

Under this scheme, grafts or cuttings of important fruit 
trees of outstanding merit will be obtained and distributed to 
cultivators for eetablistoment of orchards. Tht cost oJ thei 
plants distributed will be recovered from the ryots as taccavi 
loans. During the ye:r 1958-59, 1610 plants will be distribut- 
ed' in this district at a cost of 0 01 lakh. 

SEED FARMS AND SEED STORES , 

Based on the model scheme for the establishment of a 
seed farm and the construction of a seed store in each of the 
Community Development and National Extension Service 
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Blocks suggestjed by the Government of India, this scheme was 
launched during 1957-58 During the year 1958-59, 7 seec 
farms and an equal number of seed stores will be establishet 
in this district at a cost of Rs 1.88 lakhs 

TRAINING OP FARMERS IN OIL ENGINES. 

The object of the scheme is to train farmers in the instal- 
lation, maintenance and running of oil engines, fault checkinj 
and minor repairs. A provision of Rs. 0.18 lakh has beei 
made during 1958-59 'alnd it is proposied to train 420 farmers 
Farmers of this district also will be eligible for this training. 

RAIN-FED PADDY SCHEME, ADILABAD. 

Under this scheme, Agro-Botanical Survey of the rain 
fed paddy areas of the state based on the stratified randon 
sampling techniques will be conducted. Such survey is ex- 
pected to provide enough information relating to the agrono 
mic practices obtaining in the State as also a large number o 
samples of rain-fed paddy. Paricular attention will be pai( 
to get correct estimates of yields by taking crop cuts on sur 
veyed fields. A provision of Rs 0.06 lakh has been mad 
during the year 1958-59 for this scheme 

* DISTRIBUTION OP SUPERPHOSPHATE 

The soils in Telangana area are deficient in phosphorl 
acid. It is, therefore, proposed to encourage the use of super 
phosphate by distributing it to cultivators on short term loai 
basis. A provision of Rs 1 .76 lakhs has been made during th' 
current year for this purpose. The farmers of this distric 
also will be eligible for loans under this scheme. 

MINOR IRRIGATION 
Breached Tanks 

(SPILL OVER AND NEW SCHEMES) 

During the current year 38 breached tanks with an ayacu 
of 2336 acrete will be repaired in this district at a cost o 
Rs 2.58 lakhs. 


* The scheme has since been dropped from the Plan 
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INSTALLATION OF OIL ENGINES. 

Under this scheme, it is proposed to grant taccavi loans 
for the purchase of oil engine pumpsets . Each cultivator will 
be given a loan not exceeding Rs. 2,000/— which will be 
recovered in easy instalm'ents . During the current year, a 
sum of Rs 0.06 lakh has been allotted for the grant of loans 
towards installation of 3 oil engines in this district. 

SINKING OP NEW WELLS AND REPAIRS TO OLD WELLS 

Under this scheme, a maximum amount of Rs. 2,500/- 
will be granted as loan to the cultivators for sinking new wells 
and Pvs 750 for i-epairing the old wells. The amount will 
be disbursed in two equal instalments. The first instal- 
ment will be given at the commencement of the work and 
the second instalment will be given after the work has suffi- 
ciently advanced to the satisfaction of the officers concerned.

During the current year an amount of Rs 0 . 40 lakh has been 

allotted for grcnt of loans for the sinking of 14 new wells andi 

repairing 7 old wells in this district.

WELL BORING 

It is proposed to purchase well boring machinery and 
appoint staff to sink bores in the wells to increase the recuper- 
ative capacity of the existing wells. During the current year, 
an amount of Rs 0.01 lakh has been allotted to this district 
lor boring 6 wells. 

NEW WELLS SUBSIDY SCHEME. 

In order to step up food production immediately, an 
amount of Rs 5.40 lakhs has been set apart during 1958-59 
to give subsidy to the ryots for sinking of 717 wells in the 
Telangana region of which 59 wells will be sunk in this 

district. 
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LAND DEVELOPMENT 

RECLAMATION OF WASTE LAND AND 
SCRUB FORESTS 

There is a heavy demand for hull-dozers in the Telangana 
region also for the reclamation of scrub forests and highly 
erroded and gullied fields. It is therefone proposed to pur- 
chase 6 bull-dozers during the current year at a cost of Rs 8.21 
lakhs for reclamafon work in the State. In this District 375 
acres of scrub forests will be reclaimed during the current 
year. 

ANIMAL HUSBANDRY 

STATIONARY VETERINARY DISPENSARIES. 

Stationairy dispensaries will be opened at places where 
there is need for Veterinary aid and where the contributions 
from the public or from the local Panchayats are forthcoming . 
During the year 1957-58. 8 dispensaries — 2 in Karimnagar 
district and 1 each in the districts of Hyderabad, Khammam, 
Warangal, Nalgonda, Nizamabad & Adilabad were opened in 
the Telangana region. During the current year it is proposed 
to open 7 new dispensaries one each in the districts of Medak, 
Mahboobnagar, Khammam. Karimnagar, Hyderabad!, Adila- 
bad & Nizamabad end to continue the dispensaries already 
established for which a provision of Rs. 0.79 lakh has been 
made in the current year’s plan. The dispensary in this dis- 
trict will be located at Bellampalli. An amount of Rs 10,600 
has been allotted to this district. 

MINOR VETERINAR’S DISPENSARIES. ' ' 

In order to control attacks of contagious diseases and to 
render veterinary aid to the ailing cattle and also to cope up 
with any emergency like epidemics, in all 11 dispensaries — 2 
dispensaries each in Hyderabad, Nalgonda, Adilabad & Mah- 
boobnagar districts and 1 each in Karimnagar. Khammam, & 
Medak districts were opened during the year 1957-58. Dury 
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ing the current year it is proposed to continue the dispensa- 
saries started last year and also to establish 9 new dispensaries 
in the Telangana region at a cost of Rs 0 93 lakh. In this 
district 1 dispensary will be ooened at Bela besides continuing 
the 2 dispensaries opened in this district during i957-58 for 
which an amount of 17071 has been allotted to this district. 

KEY VILLAGE SCHEME. 

During the current year an amount of Rs 82,666 has been 
allotted for the opening of one Key Village Centre in this 
district for implementing the programme of Livestock im- 
provement 

MEDICINES AND EQUIPMENT 

At present, there are 17 stationafry veterinary dispensaries 
in Telangana region which are neither provided with refrige- 
rator for the preservation of biological products nor a micro- 
scope for examination and proper diagnosis of cases. There is 
also a greater demand for medicines due to establishment of a 
large number of veterinary institutions A sum of Rs 0.73 
lakh has therefore been set apart in the Plan for 1958-59 to 
eqtiip all the 17 institutioUvS with refrigerators and micro- 
scopes besides the purchase of medicines. The Station- 
ery Veterinary Dispensary located at Adilabad, in this District 
will also receive the equipment and medicines. 

DISTRICT AND STATE CATTLE SHOWS. 

It is proposed to conduct one cattle show in each of the 
districts of the Telangana excepting Karimnagar where the 
State cattle show will be held. An amount of Rs. 10,000 has 
been allotted to Karimnagar district and Rs. 1,000 for the 
other districts in Telangana. These cattle shows where prizes 
are awarded to the owners of best animals will serve as effec- 
tive propaganda regarding improved methods of ^breeding, 
feeding and management of animals. . 

DISTRIBUTION OF MALE BREEDING STOCK 

A sum of Rs. 0.64 lakh has been provided in the current 
year’s plan for the distribution of 60 breeding bulls, 100 stud 
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rams and 400 exotic cocks in the Telangana area with a view 
to upgrading the local livestock as early as possible. In this 
district 8 bulls, 11 rams and 44 cocks will be distributed during 
the current year for which a sum of Rs 8109 has been allotted. 

CONSTRUCTION OF BUILDINGS FOR VETERINAY 
HOSPITALS AND FARMS 

Suitable buildings are not avaHalble at reasonable rates 
for the location of the hospitals either in the city or in the 
districts in the Telangana region. It is therefore proposed to 
construct 7 buildings — 2 in Medak district at Medak and Jogi- 
pet and one each ait Madhira, Suryapet and Wanparthy in the 
districts of Khammam, Nalgonda and Mahboobnagar respect- 
ively and at Adilabad and Nizamabad. For this purpose a 
provision of Rs. 1 81 lakhs has been made in the current Year’s 
Plan of which Rs 25,857 will be utilised in this District. 

ADDITIONAL STAFF FOR HEAD OFFICE AND 
DISTRICT VETERINARY OFFICES. 

The activities of the department have expanded to a con- 
siderable extent and office work has increased very much due 
to the work in respect of the blocks where concentrated work 
is being done To cope up with the work some additional 
staff was appointed in this districts of Telangana region: 
as well as in the Head Office during 1957-58. An amount of 
Rs 0 40 lakh has been provided during the current year for 
appointment of some more staff and for continuance of the 
staff appointed Jii the 1957-58, of which Rs 3500 will 
be utilised in this district. 

JEEPS FOR DISTRICT VETERINARY OFFICERS. 

In order to facilitate the District Veterinary Officers to 
tour extensively and implement the schemes effectifvely 2 jeeps 
were purchased and given to the District Veterinary Officers 
Adilabad & Hyderabad during 1957-58, besides appointment 
pf 2 drivers. During the current year a sum of Rs 0.09 lakh 
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has been provided towards the salaries and allowances of the 
drivers and the cost of maintenance of these Jeeps’ 

FORESTS 

ORGANISATION AND STRENGTHENING OP 
TERRITORIAL DIVISIONS 

During 1956-57 additional staff consisting of 4 Range 
Officers were appointed to take up anti-erosion and affore- 
station work, to raise plantat’ons, to carry on cultural opera- 
tion, demarcation of merged a’’cas of Estate forests etc , and 
they were continued' during 1957-58 An amount of Rs 0 128 
lakh has been provided in the plan to continue them during 
the currenti year also . 

LAC CULTIVATION 

Under this scheme, Lac is being produced in the forest 
areas of Ad’labad District bv mfecting the trees. During the 
current year, an amount of Rs 0.18 lakh has been provided to 
carry on lac operation in Adilabad District besides extending 
its scope to the H 3 ^derabad District also. Out of the provision 
of Rs 0 18 lakh an amount of Rs 0 . 16 lakh has been allotted 
to this District and it is expected that 400 maunds of lac will 
be produced 

ARTIFICIAL REGENERATION IN TIMBER FORESTS 

During the current year, an amount of Rs 0.22 lakh has 
been set apart to raise regeneration plots of timber species 
over an area of 520 acres toi improve the commercially valu- 
able forests, besides maintaining the old plots in Telangana 
region. An amount of 'Rs 0.110 lakh has been allotted to 
this District for raising regeneration plots over 350 acres. 

ORGANISATION AND PROTECTION STAFF FOR 
GAME SANCTUERIES 

Tot continue the protection staff appointed for the 3 game 
sanctuaries of Warangal, Medak and Adilabad Disricts to pite- 
serve wild life, and to construct buildings, view points and 
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roads etc . an amount of Rs 0 . 72 lakh has been provided in the 
current year’s plan, out of which Rs 0.330 lakh has been 
allotted to this District. 

CONSTRUCTION OF ROADS 

To improve communications in inaccessible forest areas, it 
is proposed to construct 28 miles of forest roads during the 
current year at a cost of Rs 0.62 lakh out of which Rs 0.266 
lakh has been allotted to this District to form 12 miles of roads. 

SOIL CONSERVATION 
CONTOUR BUNDING 

Soil Conservation is a problem in most of the taluks in 
the Telangana region due to the steep nature of lands. Soil 
Conservation measures like contour bunding, terracing, 
ploughing along the contours and str^p cropping are therefore 
necessary in these areas to control soil erosion, conserve mois- 
ture and thereby increase crop yields During the years 
1956-58, bunds on contour lines were constructed over an 
area of 2416 acres at a cost of Rs 3.785 lakhs. In the current 
year, it is proposed to cover an area of 2,350 acres for which 
an amount of Rs 2.62 lakhs has been provided in the plan. 
Contour bunding will be undertaken by the Government in 
the fields of the cultivators under the supervision of the 
Assistant Agricultural Engineer, Soil Conservation, Hyder- 
abad Ecnd his subordinates and the cost will be recovered from 
the beneficiaries in 15 equated annual instalments. The ryots 
of this district also will be benefitted under this scheme. 

FISHERIES. 

DISTRIBUTION OP FRY, FINGERLINGS & STOCKINGS 

Undter this scheme, an atmount of Rs 0.20 lakh has been 
provided during the current year to Telangana region for the 
collection and stocking of 14 lakhs of fingerlings out of which 
1 . 4 lakhs of fingerlings will be collected in th^ District to- 
wards which a sum of Rs 0.02 lakh has been allotted. ^ 
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ASSISTANCE TO COOPERATIVES. 

During the year 1958-59, it Is proposed to purchase 4 
nylon nets at a cost of Rs 0.01 lakh and distribute them to 
bonafi.de fishermen cooperative societies at subsidised rates 
ill .h‘s District. The cost of the nets will be recovered in easy 
iastalments spread over a period of 5 years. 

DEVELOPMENT OF FISHERIES 

There is no separate unit for the development of fisheries 
in this District. Therefore a separate unit was established 
and additional staff were appointed in February 1958 for the 
coninuance of wh^ch, a sum of Rs 0 . 55 lakh has been provid- 
ed in the current year’s plan. 

CO-OPERATION, WAREHOUSING & MARKETING 
EXPANSION OP RURAL CREDIT SOCIETIES. 

This scheme envisages the reorganisation and expansion 
of Rural Credit Co-operative Societies in the Telangana region 
by forming large-sized Societies and strengthening the Central 
Co-operative Banks with trained executive officers besides the 
strengthening of the departmental supervisory and adminis- 
trative staff for which an amount of Rs. 4.43 lakhs has been 
provided in the cuircat year’s plan. 

The programme in this dist’-Ict for wmch an amount of 
Rs 0 . 523 lakh 1 as been allotted du' mg 1 958-59 is to lorm 1 
large sized and 20 small SocXties besides issuing shoi t-tenn 
and medium-term loans to the exten. of Re 8.00 lakhs oUd 
Rs 2.00 lakhs respectively. 

Development of Land Mortgage Banks: 

In Telangana there are several vilkges not served by 

the Land Mortgage Banks. It is therefore ])roposed under this 
scheme to cover all the villages by forming nevr land mortgage 

banks wherever necessary and extending the area of opera- 
tion of the existing banks. With this view, it is proposed 
to organise 23 new Primary Land Mortgage Banks during the 
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Second Plan Period and step up the issue of long term loans 
from Rs 3.86 laikhs in 1955-56 to Rs 75 lakhs during 1956-61. 
During the cuirent year, an. amount of Rs. 0.96 lakh has 
been provided in the plan to organise 10 New Primary Land 
Mortgage Banks by providing necessary managerial staff and 
to issue long-term Loans to the extent of Rs 23 lakhs besides 
continuing the staff appointed for the 4 existing Banks. The 
programme in this district consists of the organisation of two 
new Primary Land Mortgage Banks and issue of long-term 
loans to the extent of Rs 2.00 lakhs for which an amount of 
Rs 0.06 has been allotted. 

Development of Cooperative Marketing ; 

Under this scheme, it was proposed to form 50 marketing 
societies in addition to the construction of 25 large sized 
godowns! by marketing societies and 40 am,all godowns by 
large-sized societies during the Second Plan period!. The cur- 
rent year’s programme for which there is a provision of 
Rs. 13.56 lakhs includes the provision of share capital con- 
tribution to 10 old and 20 new marketing societies at the 
rate of Rs 10.000 for each society, rendering of %'nancial assist- 
tance for the construction of 11 godowns by marketing socie- 
ties and 15 godowns by large sized societies besides the pro- 
vision of free services of 20 senior inspectors fior the 20 new 
marketing societies to be formed. Produce loans to the tune 
of 100 lakhs will also be issued during the c'urrent year. 

In this district, 2 new marketing societies will be formed, 
besides the construction of one godown by the marketing and 
large sized society and produce loans will be issued to the 
extent of Rs 5.00 lakhs during the current year for which an 
amount of Rs 0.527 lakhs has been allotted. 

Education of members and office bearers : 

This scheme envisages the training of members of rural 
credit co-operative societies, for 2 or 3 days, panchayatdars 
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for about one week and presidents, secretaries and paid em- 
ployees of societies for about 5 to 6 weeks in the principles 
and practice of co-operation, management of institutions, 
maintenance of accountsi etc. During the current year, it is 
pi’oposed to educate 360 office bearers, 2700 panchayatdars and 
9000 members of Co-operative Societies in Telangana area foi 
which a provision of Rs . 0.40 lakh has been made in the cur- 
rent year’s plan. In this district 40 office bearers, 300 pan- 
chayatdars and 1000 members of the Co-operative Societies 
will be trained for which an amount of Rs 0.044 lakh has 
been allotted. 


State Warehousing Corporation : 

To promote Warehousing in the country, the Government 
of India have proposed to establish ? Central Warehousing 
Corporation and Complementary to h the States are required 
to establish State Warehousing Corporations which will func 
lion under the direction of the National Co-operative Deve- 
lopment and Warehousing Eoard. The Central Warehousing 
Corporation is expected to set up large s zed Warehouses at 
about 100 impo.tant centres. Wc rehouse receipts will be 
treated as negotiable instruments on the security of which 
banking institutions can provide credit to those who deposit 
agriculural produce in Warehouses. Dui the current year 
an amount of Rs 2.50 lakhs has been provided in the plan 
to set up a State Warehousing Corporation, whmh could no" 
be established in the first tvro yefrs of the Plan. The Corpo- 
ration will undertake to nromote Warehousing facilitiies in 
this district also. 

RESEARCH, SURVEY AND STATISTICS 

This scheme aims at organising a separate wing in the 
co-operative department to study the benefits derived by the 
public or draw backs and bottlenecks experienced' in connec- 
tion with the implementation of the several schemes through 
the Co-oeprative Department, to formulate policies and to 



devise remedial measures to obviate the bottlenecks, if any 
For this purpose, during the current year, additional staff 
consisting of 1 Deputy Registrar, 1 Senior Inspector, 1 Junior 
Inspector and 1 t 3 ^ist in the headquarter’s office and 33 senior 
inspectors in the districts will be appointed for which an 
amount of Rs 0.90 lakh — Rs 0.28 lakh for the staff at Head- 
quarters and Rs 0.62 lakh for District Staff has been provided 
in the plan, out of which a sum of Rs 0 . 0185 lakh has been 
allotted to this district for the appointment of one Senior 
Inspector. * 

NATIONAL EXTENSION SERVICE AND 
COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT 

By the end of March 1958, this district had 4 N.E.S 
Blocks, 1 C.D. Block and 1 M.P. Project covering an area of 
3258.07 sq. miles and a population of 3,90,376 spread over 723 
villages In pursuance of the recommendations of the Study 
Team for the Community Development and National Exten- 
sion Service Programme (popularly called the Mehta Team) 
to have only 2 stages in the Programme, Stage-I being the 
Intensive Development Stage and Stage-II being the Post- 
Intensive stage, all the N.E.S. Blocks in the State as on 
1-4-1958 have been classified as Stage-I blocks fiom the date 
of their starting and all the post-intensive blocks as on 
1-4-1958 as blocks of Stage-II from the dates ®n which they 
become Post-Intensive blocks. The C.D. Blocks that wei-e 
converted! prior to 1-4-1958, however, remain uneffected by 
the revised programme and they will continue to be C.D. 
Blocks and enter Stage-II on completion of the 3 year Pro- 
gramme period. 

During the -current year I stage I Block was allotted to 
tffis district and this was started in April 1958 at Mudhol. 
Thus, by 1-4-195S, there were 5 Stage-^l blocks, 1 C.D. Block 
and 1 M.P. Project in this District. 

An amount of Rs 14,85,400— Rs 10,24,600 under Revenue 
and Rs 20,300 under Capital and 4,40,500 under loans has been 
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lirovided In the current year’s Plan for implementing the C.Ii. 
Programme in this district.

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MAJOR AND MEDIUM IRRIGATION 

An amount of Rs 16.0 lakhs has been allotted to this 
District during 195S-59 for Major and Medium Irrigation 
Works, the particulars of which are given below ;

POWER 

RAMAGUNDAM THERMAL POWER SCHEME 


Works in the Ramagundam Thermal Station covering the 
installation of 3 turbo alternating sets of 12500 k.w. capacity 
each have been completed. The 66 k.v. Northern Feeder 
from Ramagundam to Sirpur and the 66 k.v. lines from 
Ramagundam to Hanumakonda have also been completed 
during 1957-58 and part supply was extended to Bellampalli 
Oolleries. During the current year, it is programmed to com- 
plete the step-up station at Ramagundam, step-down stations 
at Mancherial, Bellampalli and Sirpur to effect full supply to 
the bulk loads there. The 66 k.v. Feeder from Siddipet to 
Hyderabad will be completed. Power from Ramagundiam 
will be made available at Warangal and Hyderabad. An 
amount of Rs 21 . 60 lakhs has been provided for this scheme 
during 1958-59 of which Rs 9.0 lakhs will be the share of this 
District. 

RURAL ELECTRIFICATION

During the year 1957-58, 10 Health Centres were esta- 
blished and during the current year, it is proposed to open 
another 9 centres besides maintaining the centres previously 
opened for which an amount of Rs 8.70 lakhs has been pro- 
vided in th^ plan. 

In this district the Centre previously established at Laxet- 
pet will be continued during the current year. 

PUBLIC HEALTH 

NATIONAL MALARIA CONTROL PROGRAMME 

An amount of Rs 6.68 lakhs has been provided in the 
plan for carrying out intensification of spraying operations in 
the existing 3 control units by appointment of 50 per cent 
additional staff. In addition to the above, 8i Hypoendemic 
units are proposed to be established under Malaria Eradica- 
tion Programme in Telangana region. The staff required for 
the above Hypo-end’emic units will be recruited from 1-1-1959 
and they will be given training in Mallariology. A sum of 
Rs 0.69 lakh has been set apart to this district for the intensi- 
fication of spraying operations and towards the preliminary 
expenditure on the establishment of Hypo-endemic Unit 
proposed . 

VILLAGE MEDICINE BOXES 

Under this scheme, it is proposed during 58-59 to supply 
54 Medicine Boxes to the interior villages in Telangana region 
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where lio medical aiid exists at present besides supplying 
refills for the 54 boxes supplied duiing 1957-58 at a cost of 
Rs 0.26 lakh out of which Rs 0.029 lakh has been allotted 
to this District for supply of 6 medicine boxes. 

RURAL WATER SUPPLY 

With a view to providing drinking water facilities in the 
rural areas of Telangana, two units, one (Kattedan unit) in 
Hyderabad District and the other (Gadwal unit) in Mahbub- 
nagar District were started in March 1957. During the cur- 
rent year, an amount of Rs 8.0 lakhs has been provided in the 
Plan to continue the existing two units and open a third unit 
at Utnoor in Adilabad District and the amount is proposed to 
be utilised as follows :

HOUSING 

LOW INCOME GROUP HOUSING SCHEME. 

(a) Government Sector. 

This scheme which has been sponsored by the Govern- 
ment of India provides for the grant of long-term loans at 
reasonable rates of interest to persons whose income does not 
exceed Rs 6000/- per annum. These loans are given to indi- 
viduals asi well as co-operat?ves whose members fulfil this 
condition. During 1956-58, an amount of Rs 37.10 lakhs was 
granted ais loans for the construction of 969 houses. During 
the current year, a sum of Rs 17.0 lakhs has been set apart 
for the construction of 231 houses out of which an amount ol 
Rs 0 . 058 lakh has been allotted to this District for distribution 
to the Municipalities. 
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(b) Municipal Sector. 

Loans are also being disbursed through the agepcy of 
Municipalities for the construction of houses under low 
income group housing scheme. During 1958-59, a sum of 
Rp 1 . 80 lakhs has been set apart towards the State’s Share 
for gi anting loans to the Municipalities for the construction 
251 houses. The distribution of this amount among the various 
Municipalities has not yet been finalised. 

(c) Co-operative Sector. 

It is proposed to issue long-term loans to members of 
oo-operative housing Societies to the tune of Rs 30.95 lakhs 
for enabling them to construct new houses during the second 
plan. During 1956-58, an amount of Rs 20.92 lakhs was 
granted as loan for the construction of 434 houses. During 
the current year, an amount lOtf Rs 13.0 lakhs has been 
set apart to provide loan assistance to co-operative housing 
societies in Telangana region to construct about 200 new 
houses out of which Rs 0.50 lakhs has been allotted to this 
District for the construction of 8 houses. 

LABOUR AND LABOUR WELFARE 
WORKER’S EDUCATION 

During 1957-58, 15 posts of teachers for opening Worker’s 
education classes in 10 factories employing 200-500 workers 
and in 5 factories employing 500-1000 workers were sanction- 
ed. Out of these, classes were opened in 8 factories only em- 
ploying workers between 200-500. During the current year, 
a provision of Rs 0.13 lakh has been made to continue the 
classes in those factories. Out of the provision of Rs 0.13 
lakh, a sum of Rs 1040 will be utilised in this district. 

ALIGNMENT OF DIRECTORATE AND ESTABLISHMENT 
OP DISTRICT EMPLOYMENT EXCHANGES. 

It is proposed to establish 2 District Employment Ex- 
changes at Khammam and Karimnagar during 1958-50 
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towards which a provision of Rs 0.21 lakh has been made. 
This provision includes expenditure on the continuance of the 
exchanges and the additional clerk sanctioned to each of the 
exchanges at Nalgonda, Nizamabad and Adilabad and an addi- 
tional U.D.C. to the District Employment Exchange Adil- 
abad'. However the U D.C. proposed for the D.E.E. Adil- 
abad has not been sanctioned due to financial stringency. 

WELFARE OF BACKWARD CLASSES AND 
SCHEDULED CASTES 

Scheduled Ca'stes 
DRINKING WATER WELLS 

During 1958-59, a sum of Rs 1 55 lakhs has been provided 
in the plan for the sinking of 156 new wells and repair of 150 
old wells, to prowde drinking water facilities in the Harijan 
cheries. Of this, Rs 0.22 lakh has been allotted to this Dis- 
trict for sinking 22 new wells and repairing 22 old wells. 

HOUSING 

An amount of Rs 1 . 25 lakhs has been provided in the 
current year’s plan for the acquisition of 40 acres of land and 
aiding the construction of 312 houses for the Harijans out of 
which Rs 0.166 lakh has been allotted to this District for 
acquisition of 6 acres of land and aiding the construction of 
40 houses. 

EDUCATION 

It is proposed to give subsidies to some private hostels for 
Harijans run by interested Social Workers and organisations 
for which a sum of Rs 0.22 lakh has been set apart in the 
plan for 1958-59 and it is expected that 220 boarders will be 
benefited . Out of this, Rs 0 025 lakh has been allotted to this 
District to benefit 25 boarders. 

Clothes, books, slates, educational instruments and appli- 
ances etc., will also be supplied to 2666 deseiving and needy 
Harijan students at a cost of Rs 0.32 lakh out of which 
Rs 0.038 lakh has been tset apart for this District for the 
benefit of 318 students. 
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MEDICAL AID 


This scheme envisages provision of financial assistance to 
220 Harijans ailing with dangerous diseases like T.B , Cancer 
etc., for undergoihg treatment towards which a sum of Rs 0.22 
lakh has been provided during 1958-59, of which Rs 0.025 

lakh has been allotted to this District. 

COTTAGE INDUSTRIES 

During 1958-59, an amount of Rs 0 32 lakh has been pro- 
vided to aid artisans who apply individually or through co- 
operative societies by way of supply of tools, raw materials, 
cash etc. Of this Rs 0 035 lakh has been allottedi to this 
District for aiding one society. 

PUBLICITY 

Under this scheme, a provision of Rs 0 . 10 lakh has been 
made in the current year’s plan for visual publicity such as 
films and slides, issue of pamphlets, arranging inter-caste 
dinners, observance of Harijan Days and' for conducting me- 
las in order to eradicate untouchability. The publicity Cam- 
paign envisaged under this scheme will be carried out in this 
District also. 

GRANT-IN-AID TO VOLUNTARY AGENCIES 

To pursue effective propaganda on the evil of untoucha- 
bility by voluntary organisations such as Harijan Sevak Sangh. 
Bharat Sevak Samaj etc., it is proposed to give financial 
assistance to them to the tune of Rs 0 . 15 lakh during the year 
1958-59. The Harijans of this District will also be benefited 
by the activities of these organisations. 

C@MMUNITY HALLS 

An amount of Rs 0 . 10 lakh has been set apart for the con- 
struction of 8 Community Halls in Telangana area during the 
curpajjt 7esr with a view to enriching the social and cultural 



life of the Harijans out of which Rs 0.015 lakh has been, allot- 
ted to this District for the construction of one Community 
HaU. » 


LEGAL AID 

For giving legal aid, an amount of Rs 0.06 lak h has been 
provided in the current year’s plan out of which Rs 800 will 
be available for this district to benefit 16 persona. 

EX-CRIMINAL TRIBES 
Education 

The plan for 1958-59 carries a provision of Rs 0.16 lakh 
for awarding scholarships to the pupilg belonging to ex- 
criminal tribes, opening of schools and for aiding private 
'hostels in Telangana. The students of ex-criminal tribes of 
this district will also be benefited under this scheme. 

AGRICULTURE 

In order to settle the ex-criminal tribes in cultivation, a 
sum of Rs 0 . 59 lakh has been provided in the plan for 1958-59 
for supplying 160 pairs of bullocks and seeds and implementa 
to 220 families in Telangana area. Of this, Rs 0.063 lakh has 
been allotted to this District for supply of 18 pairs of bullocks 
aiS seeds and implements to 25 families. 

COTTAGE INDUSTRIES 
ARTISAN CO-OPERATIVE SOCIETIES 

During the current year, it is proposed to form 9 Artisan 
^cooperative societies for ex-criminal tribes for the develop- 
ment of Cottage Industries in Telangana area at a cost of 
Rs 0.12 lakh out of which Rs 0.013 lakh has been allotted to 
this District to form one society. 

PUBLIC HEALTH 

For the sinking of 12 drinking watw well* for ex-criminal 
tribes and for repairing an equal number, a sum of Rs 043 



lakh has been set apart during 1958-59 of which Rs 0.02 lakh 
has been allotted to this District for the sinking of two new 
wells and repairing 2 old wells. 

OTHER BACKWARD CLASSES 
EDUCATION 

Under this scheme 902 scholarships will be awarded to 
other backward classes students who are in need of help 
besides aiding the private hostels run by voluntary organisa- 
tions for theste backward class students. It is also proposed 
bo start some hostels for them at suitable places in Telangana- 
The provision made for this scheme during the current year 
is Rs 1.20 lakhs. The backward class students of this Dis- 
trict also will be benefited under this scheme . 

COTTAGE INDUSTRIES 

This scheme is intended for the grant of stipends to 120 
artisan children in Telangana region to enable them to take 
up courses in carpentry, blacksmithy etc. in recognised insti- 
tutions run by the Industries Department for which an amount 
of Rs 0 . 06 lakh has been provided in the plan for 1958-59 . Of 
this, Rs 750 has been allotted ta this District to benefit 15 
artisan children. 

It is also proposed to give financial assistance to 12 artisan 
co-operative societies towards their woiking capital for which 
a provision of Rs 0.15 lakh has been made.

OPENING OF TRIBAL HOSTELS 


For the opening of one Hostel to provide boarding and 
lodging facilities to tribal students in Adilabad District and 
for the continuance of two hostels in Warangal and Khammam 
Districts an amount of Rs 0.314 lakh has been provided in 
the current year’s plan out of which Rs 0.143 lakh has been 
allotted to this District. 

OPENING OF SCHOOLS 

An amount of Rs 0.129 lakh has been set apart during 
1958-59 for the opening of 5 new schools and continuing 3 
old schools in the tribal colonies started for their rehabilita- 
tion. Of this Rs 0.038 lakh has been allotted to this District 
for the opening of two new schools. 


GRANT-IN-AID TO PRIVATE HOSTELS 

Under this scheme, grant-in-aid will be given to private 
hostels run for the benefit of tribal students. If thene are no 
private hostels, the amount of Rs 0.04 lakh provided during 
1958-59 will be utilisjed for Government hostel's. The tribal 
students of this District also will be benefited under this 
scheme . 


SUPPLY OF PLOUGH BULLOCKS. 

In order to settle the tribals on permanent cultivation, 150 
pairs of plough bullocks are proposed to be supplied to them 
free of cost during the current year at a cost of Rs 0 . 45 lakh 
out of which Rs 0.34 lakh has been allotted to this District 
for supply of 112 pairs of bullocks.

SUPPLY OF SEEDS AND IMPLEMENTS. 

During 1958-59, it is proposed to supply seeds and imple- 
ments to 100 Tribal Families for which a sum of Rs,,Q.(15 laMi^ 
hag been earmarked. 
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HANDICRAFT CENTRES. 

It is proposed to open 3 handicrafts centres during 1958-59 
one each in Mahboobnagar, Khamnaam and Adilabad Districts 
besides continuance of 3 old centres in Mahboobnagar. Kham- 
mam and Karimnagar Districts towards which an amount of 
Rs 0.145 has been provided Of this, Rs 0.030 lakh has been 
allotted to this Distr’ct 

TRAINING-CUM-PRODUCTION CENTRES. 

In the Plan for 1958-59, an amount of Rs 0.469 lakh has 
been set apart for the opening of one Training-cum-Produc- 
tion centre in Adilabad District (Rs 0.305 lakh) besides con- 
tinuing the old centre established in Khammam District 
(Rs 0 . 164 lakh) . In each of these centres. 2 batches of 20 can- 
didates will be tramed in weaving, carpentry etc. Each can- 
didate will be paid a stipend of Rs 15/- per month. 

REHABILITATION. 

It is programmed to construct 3 colonies during 1958-59, 
one in each of the Districts of Khammam. Mahboobnagar and 
Adilabad at a cost of Rs 0 . 165 lakh each for rehabilitating the 
scheduled tribes. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

CULTURAL ACTIVITIES. 

Under this scheme, cultural programmes like dramas, 
social gatherings, Jataras will be organised on the national 
days and weeks for creating social and civic consciousness! 
among the tribals. During 1958-59 one such programme will 
be conducted in this district at a cost of Rs 0.004 lakh. 

CO-OPERATIVE STORES AND SOCIETIES. 

During the current year, it is proposed to open one co- 
operative store in Khan3mam\ District besides continuing 3 
oM stores, one in each of the districts of Adilabad, Khammam 
wad Karinmagar for which a provision of Rs 0.103 lakh has

been made out of which Rs 0.016 lakh has been allotted to 
this District. 


FORMATION OF ROADS. 

In order to improve communications in tribal areas, it is 
proposed to foAn new roads and to repair and maintain the 
existing roads. For this purpose, a sum of Rs 0.25 lakh has 
been provided in the current year’s plan out of which Rs 0.06 
lakh has been allotted to this District. 

PUBLIC HEALTH 

SINKING OP NEW WELLS AND REPAIRS TO OLD WELLS 

With a view to providing protected drinking water to 
the tribals, it is proposed to sink 3 new wells and repair 3 
old wells during 1958-59 at a cost of Rs 0.03 lakh in this 
District . 


WOMEN WELFARE CENTRES, 

It is proposed to open two Women Welfare Centres during 
1958-59, one in Adilahad District and the other in Khammam 
District at a cost of Rs 0.0733 lakh each to educate the tribal 
Women in maternity and Child Welfare. 

FOREST COUPE CO-OPERATIVE SOCIETIES. 

In the Plan for 1958-59, a sum of Rs 0.15 lakh has been 
earmarked to open one Forest Coupe Co-operative Society in 
Adilabad District to provide employment to tribals and to 
prevent the private contractors from exploiting them. 

RESTORATION OP TANK IN ADILABAD DISTRICT. 

A sum of Rs 0.30 lakh has been provided in the Plan for 
1958-59 towards repairs and restoration of “Prabhakar Chinna 
Kunta” in Sonapur village, Luxettipet taluk of Adilabad Dis- 
trict. This tank will irrigate the land sufficient for the tribal 
people of the area. 
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WOMEN WELFARE 

REHABILITATION PROGRAMME 

As a follow-up measure, it is necessary to see that the 
inmates who are discharged from the service homes after 
completing their period of stay should be suitably rehabilitat- 
ed. This would mean provision of financial assisance after 
they have leamt some trade or profession to get them started 
in life so that they might earn an independent living. An 
amount of Rs 0.10 lakh has therefore been provided in the 
Plan for 1958-59 to assist 20 inmates of the Service Homes. 

SOCIAL WELFARE 

SOCIAL WELFARE EXTENSION PROJECTS 

The Plan for 1958-59 carries a provision of Rs 0.24 lakh 
towards the cost of the State’s share for maintaining the ex- 
isting one Social Welfare Project and also for opening two 
additional projects. 

SOCIAL AND MORAL HYGIENE AND 
AFTER-CARE PROGRAMMES 

During the current year, it is proposed to open 18 District 
shelters in the State for which a sum of Rs 5.68 lakhs has 
been provided. Of these shelters, one District Shelter for 
women will be opened at Adilabad of this District. 

BROADCASTING 

INSTALLATION AND MAINTENANCE OF 
COMMUNITY RADIO SETS 

During the Second Plan period, it was proposed' to instal 
1(200 Community Radio sets in Telangana region out of which 
only IS seta could be installed during 1957-58 as the sets were 
late from the Government of India'. During the 
current year, it is proposed to instal and maintain 300 Commu- 
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mty Radio Sets in Telangana region in addition to the 181 
setd of 1957-58 besides maintaining the 19 sets installed during 
1957-58 towards which ai provision of Rs 1 . 34 lakhs has been 
made in the plan. Of this, Rs 0.77 lakh will be utilised to 
acquire tools and plants, furniture etc., required for the offices 
of the Deparment in Telangana region and of the balance 
provision, a sum of Rs 0.0625 lakh has been allotted to 
Adilabad district to instal and maintain 30 sets. 

Each set costs Rs 300 of which Government of India pays 
Rs 125 and the rest is met by the local bodies concerned. The 
latter should also pay the annual maintenance charges at 
Rs 120 per set per year. 


PUBLICITY 

An integrated programme of publicity on various deve- 
lopmental activities in Second Five Year Plan wag initiated 
during the year 1956-57. To continue the activities under 
the scheme, an amount of Rs 4.40 lakhs has been provided in 
the current year’s Plan towards : 

(a) the salaries of the Publicity Assistant and pe^ii posted 
in each district except Hyderabad, towards the salaries 
of one operator, driver, and a cleaner for each of the 5 
mobile vans in Anantapur, Kurnool, Krishna, Nellore and 
Visakhapaitnam Districts and towards the salaries of 8 
operators, 7 drivers and 7 cleaners for the vans that are 
being made ready for the districts. 

(b) Publication of material on developm'ental activities on 
payment basis in prominent newspapers and Journals 
especially in Telugu dailies and Journals. 

(c) running costs of the mobile vans which are functioning 
under the control of the District ^Hectors of Anantapur. 
Kurnool, Krishna, East Godavari and Visakhapatnani 

5) Districts. 
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(d!) production of 3 documentary films. 

(e) preparaition of exhibition material etc., towards which a 
sum of Rs 250 has been placed at the disposal of each 
Collector except Hyderabad. 

(f) setting up of a stall in the All India Industrial Exhibition 
at Hyderabad. 

(g) holding of song and drama seminars at the district and 
State Headquctters for which an amount of Rs 500 has 
been placed at the disposal of each Collector except 
Hyderabad . 

(h) production of literature and purchase of Gk)vernment of 
India publications for distribution to Information Centres 
in Rural Areas. 

(i) purchase of gramaphone records for mobile publicity 
vans, books alnd scripts, tape recorders and tape for re- 
cording folk and traditional songs. 

(J) purchase of 3 mobile vans and audio visual equipmem 
for one van besides the construction of bodies over the 
two chassis purchased in 1957-58 and modification of the 
body of one van. 

Besides the above, an amount of Rs 3,000 has been placed 
at the disposal of the Collector of Kurnool for getting repaired 
the publicity van allotted to Kurnool and Cuddapah Districts. 
In the districts of Cuddapah, Nellore, Nizamabad, Warangal, 
Visakhapatnam and Maahboobnagar where the Burrakatha 
parties have been appointed, each party will be paid an 
amount of Rs 300 p.m. 

STRENGTHENING OF PANCHAYATS 

As per the recommendations of the Study Team on Com- 
munity Development, Andhra Pradesh has constituted pan- 
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chayat SamitMs on an experimental basis at the rate of one 
in each diiStrict and it is pioposed to constitute district councils 
after the necessary legislation is passed. To shoulder the 
additional responsibilities involved in this kind of democratic 
decentralisation, the exisiing set up of panchayat administra- 
tion needs reorgcinisation lu \ cw of the fact that most of the 
panchayats are in a formative stage and require constant and 
adequate guidance. It is therefore proposed to reorganise the 
palnchayat administration with a district Panchayat Officer 
at the district level, Divisional Panchayat Officer at the reve- 
nue Divisional level and a Deputy Panchayat Officer for each 
talluk at the taluk level for the non-block area and a Deputy 
Panchayat Officer at the block level . During the current year 
the posts of 11 additional District Panchayat Officers in the 
Andhra area will be aibolished and instead 63 Divisional Pan- 
chayat Officers for each revenue division will be appointed. 
The posts of District Panchayat Officers in Andhra area are 
also proposed to be upgraded by enhancing the scale of pay 
from Rs 200 — 10 — 300 to Rs 300 — 30/2 — 420, equivalent to 
the scale of municipal Commissioners, 2nd grade which will 
facilitate inter-transfers of the District Panchayat Officers and 
Municipal Commissioners of second grade, so that fresh blood 
from the ranks of commissioners may be recruited. In the 
Telangana area it is proposed' to appoint 22 more Panchayat 
Inspectors. Besides these, it is proposed to strengthen the 
staff at all levels of Panchayat administration and provide 
jeeps to the District Panchayat Officers During the current 
year an amount of Rs 6.00 lakhs has been provided for im- 
plementing the above proposals. 

POSTS AND TELEGRAPHS. 

During 1958-59, it is proposed to open 7 Post Offices, 
besides opening 4 Telegraph Offices at Sirpur, Boath, Khana- 
pur and Chinoor. It is also proposed to open 1 Telephone 
Exchange at Sirpur Kagaznagdr and 1 Public Call Office at 
Chinoor.
